Extrad of a letter from a gentleman at Frank- 

ford, on the Kentucky viver, dated May 46. 

** On the rgth of March we left Fortpitt 
with only four men, in company with two 
boats, to go to Limeftone. On the 22d we 
took in 5 men at Mufkingum, The next 
morning our boat being foremoft, we were 
hailed by the indians, who came up with us 
in four boats with about 20 men in each, 
and killed one of our men and wounded two 
the firft hor, we waited till they were with- 
in 30 yards, and then fired, which cid great 
execution; I then received a fhot through 
my arm; one of the boats attempted to 
board us but we beat them off; they then at- 
tacked a boat in our rear, took her, and in 
a moft inhuman manner placed the women 
and children in the center of their boats, 
and attacked us again; we had only three 


men and myfelf able to fight, but we beat 
tuem off. During this attack we drifted 
within 30 yards of the hore, where they at- 
tacked us again, and purfued us about a mile 
ana a half along the fhore, before we could 
get out of their reach, Out of g men two 
only efcaped unhurt. We had on board one 
woman and eight children, one of the chil- 
dren received a flight wound. We arrived 
at Limeftone at 11 o'clock that evening, 
The indians are very troublefome in this 
country, and do great mifchief; bur they 
have not attacked a boat on the river fince 
Our action, The lofs they fultained from us 
we couid not afcertain, but they iuffered fe- 
verely for their attempt.”
